NEW HIGH IN OPERATING EFFICIENCY 


OUTHERN PACIFIC reached a new 

peak of operating efficiency in 1953, 
reflecting the mounting results of its 
vast postwar improvement program, 
President D. J. Russell announced in a 
year-end review of our railroad’s oper- 
ations. 

The all-time high in operating effi- 
ciency was sct in rolling up an estimated 
53,040 gross ton-miles per freight train 
hour, 53 per cent more than ten years 
ago. 

Traffic volume was large, in spite of 
some moderate downward adjustments 
in national business activity during the 
closing months of the year, the rail pres- 
ident pointed out. He estimated that 
year-end accounting will show Southern 
Pacifie’s gross operating revenues to be 
only about 1 per cent less than the all- 
time record set in 1952. 


Improvements‘made in the Company’s 
services helped make possible the short- 
ening of some freight train schedules to 
the fastest running times in the history 
of the railroad, Russell said. Through 
greater utilization of the railroad’s high- 
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way trucking subsidiaries, the transit 
time for Jess than carload traffic has 
been shortened in a considerable num-

Economies have been effected and are 
being sought through greater use of elec- 
tronic machines in the accounting side 
of the business. 
Outstanding in the 1953 record was 
the fact that Southern Pacific became a 
predominantly diescl-powered railroad. 
More than three-quarters of its freight 
hauling now is being done by diesel 1o- 
comotives, with the average locomotive 
performing more units of work because 
of greater availability. The railroad's 
postwar purchases of new locomotives, 
it was pointed out, have averaged about 
one diesel unit every two days, 
The railroad took delivery of approxi- 
mately 6,700 new freight cars in the 
year, More than half of its fleet of 
freight cars now consists of postwar 
equipment, Southern Pacific having ac- 
quired 38,500 freight cars since the war. 
Orders were placed for 25 more stream- 
lined passenger cars in 1953 for deliv- 
ery in 1954. President Russell com- 
mented that elimination of poorly pat- 
ronized passenger trains, and their con- 
sequent operating losses, materially helps 
the Company to improve and extend those 
services the public wants and will use. 
Among the major improvements be- 
gun in 1953 and scheduled for comple- 
tion in 1954 is a 95-mile installation of

in serviee at Los Angeles and Roseville, 
California. Trailer-on-flatear service for 
shippers, using trailers owned by the 
railroad’s trucking subsidiaries, was in- 
augurated between several points on the 
company’s lines. Use of radio telephones 
for end-to-end communication on diesel- 
powered freight trains was extended. 

The first segment of a by-pass line 
being constructed to route freight traffic 
around congested areas in Los Angeles, 
begun in 1951, was placed in service in 
October, 1953. The project is scheduled 
for completion early in 1954. 

“Southern Pacific looks forward to 
greater development of the territory it 
serves in the Far West and the South- 
west, the fastest growing areas in the 
nation,” the president said.

Forty-five Years

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Left-Over Taxes Are Burden 
On All Transportation Users 


(THEN a person travels on a train 
the government requires the rail- 
roads to collect from that person a fed- 
eral transportation excise tax of 15 per 
ecnt, which is added to the price of his 
ticket. The same thing happens if he 
travels by an intercity bus or an airline. 
When he ships goods by rail or by a 
for-hire motor truck, the railroad or the 
truck line must collect from him an ex- 
cise tax of 3 per cent, added to the 
freight charges. 

The railroad, the airline, the bus com- 
pany or the truck line which collects the 
tax does not get the money. It all goes 
to the government. 

The tax on passenger fares, first im- 
posed by Congress during World War II, 
had risen by 1944 10 the present high 
ate of 15 per cent. One purpose of the 
tax was to discourage wartime travel by 
train. The war was over a long time ago 
and there is now no need to keep people 
off the trains but the “Keep ’Em Off the 
Trains” tax is still being collected. 

The 3 per cent excise tax levied on 
freight charges when goods are shipped 
by railroad or other public carriers offer- 
ing for-hire services is also left over 
from wartime. 

Neither the 15 per cent tax on passen- 
ger fares nor the 3 per cent tax on 
freight charges has to be paid by those 
who travel by their own automobiles or 
who use private or leased trucks or 
barges. They are collected only from 
those who use public for-hire services. 


Taxing Basie Neecessities 


Excise taxes are usually thought of as 
luxury taxes, but these excises on pas- 
sengers and shippers are imposed upon 
one of life’s basic necessities—transpor- 
tation. 
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They bear hardest, moreover, on the 
millions of persons who are not able 
to provide their own private means of 
transportation and who, if they are to 
travel or ship, must use public transpor- 
tation services. 

One effect of levying discriminatory 
taxes against users of public for-hire 
transportation is to discourage the use 
of such services. By thus penalizing the 
users of railroads and bus, truck and 
air lines, and diverting business from 
them to private means of transportation, 
these excise taxcs weaken the system of 
common carrier transportation upon 
which the general public must rely, and 
which is essential to the cconomy and 
defense of the nation. 

Both the passenger and the freight 
taxes have the effect of increasing the 
cost of essential transportation services.

car operator, is the only man ever 
to inch his way along every mile of Pa- 
cific Lines main track—electronically 
testing rails of each turn-out on more 
than 5000 miles of steel. It took him six 
months. 

Ray was Southern Pacific’s original 
Audigage operator. Audigage is a com- 
pact, back-packed electronic device that 
detects hidden flaws in rails where joint 
bars and other track fixtures make 
visual or Detector Car inspection im- 
practicable. The operator slides a stetho- 
scope-like transducer along the oiled rail 
surface, noting hidden flaws by pitch 
changes of the continuous tone he hears 
through his earphones. He marks the 
defective rail for further inspection and 
replacement. 

Long Journey 

Starting at West Oakland September 
11, 1950, Ray carried the 11-pound 
knapsack aboard SP MW5087, a Fair- 
mount motor car, from Portland to 
Tucumcari, via Ogden and all other 
mainline routes. 

As a result of success obtained with 
the Audigage, the program was ex- 
panded to include five operators, each 
assigned a territory, making it possible 
to inspect all mainline turn-outs fre- 
quently. Ray still operates one of the 
devices, on Coast and Western divisions. 

“We call Ray ‘Old Reliable,” ex- 
plained C. G. Kaehm, detector car su- 
pervisor. “He breaks in our new men, 
on the cars and with Audigage. His 
knowledge of operating rules and in- 
sistence on safety help our operators 
get the right start.” 

Ray has been one of SP’s best known 
employes since 1916, and has heen in 
detector car service since 1946. His 
knack for names and faces and always 
having'a new joke makes him as popular

as his excellent tenor voice. For many 
years he was heard on West Coast radio 
shows and his career plans were mixed 
between railroading and singing. Rail- 
roading won. 

Audigage in the hands of expert oper- 
ators like Ray Hansen is another of the 
many new developments of modern 
science used by Southern Pacific to pro- 
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vide better rail service, with safety for 
us and our customers.

tion to the price of passenger tickets and 
the amount of freight bills; partly by 
their indirect cffect in reducing the vol- 
ume of traflic handled by common car- 
riers and thus increasing the necessary 
cost of handling the traffic which must 
mave by these means of transport. 

Still another natural and inevitable re- 
sult of imposing a discriminatory tax on 
freight moving by railroads and other 
for-hire carriers is to put more and 
more privately-owned or leased trucks on 
the highways, thereby increasing public 
highway cost and adding to highway 
congestion. 

The Remedy—Repeal the Taxes 

The Federal Transportation Excise 
Taxes, passenger and freight, are levied 
by Congress as separate items in the 
General Revenue Law. A new law is 
under consideration. The new bill is 
being written by the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House of Representa- 
tives, of which the Honorable Daniel A. 
Reed is chairman. The bill written by 
the Committee will be submitted to the 
House for action. 

When the House of Representatives 
has acted on the new bill, it will be con- 
sidered by the Finance Committee of 
the U. S, Senate of which the Honor- 
able Eugene D. Millikin is chairman, 
and then will be acted on by the entire 
Senate. 

‘The members of either of these com- 
mittees, or your own Senators and Rep- 
resentative in Congress, would be inter- 
ested in knowing your friends’ views as 
to the repeal of these inequitable and 
discriminatory taxes—a question of vital 
importance not only to the transporta- 
tion industry but to national economy.

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OUR INDIANAPOLIS BUSINESS-GETTERS 


HIS is the twentieth in a series of articles presented by the “Bulletin” to 
acquant our on-line readers with members of the far-flung Southern Pacific 
jamily who work: in our off-line agencies. Next month: Vancouver, B. C. 


NDIANAPOLIS is best known to the 

public as the site of the annual 
Memorial Day 500-mile auto race, but 
to Southern Pacific’s Business-Getters 
there it is the hub of a territory that 
produces a big share of our freight car- 
loads and passenger reservations. 


Our Indianapolis General Agency, 
representing SP in all of Indiana except 
the area north and west of Fort Wayne, 
is headed by General Agent John L. 
Jefiries. The busy agency is responsible 
for solicitation of the diversified flow of 
raw materials, farm products, and man- 
ufactured goods which move to and 
from the Hoosier State. Indiana is the 
fastest growing mid-western state, re- 
porting a 5.4 per cent population in- 
crease since 1950. 

The -state’s economy is largely man- 
ufacturing. Products range from small 
parts to heavy machinery. More impor- 
tant of these are auto parts, buses and 
trucks, road machinery, trailers, diesel 
engines, copper products, furniture, re- 
frigerators and home appliances. 


Many auto firms maintain important 
plants here. General Motors has eight 
plants employing 14,500 persons in the 
Indianapolis urban area alone. 

Six of the major television-radio fac- 
tories and one TV plant are located in 
the area. Cabinets for many seta made 
on the west coast come from Jeffries’ 
territory. Another major product is 
building limestone. Eighty per cent of 
the U. S. output comes from the Bloom- 
ington-Bedford district. Stone used in 
construction of the Empire State Build- 
ing was quarried here. 

General offices of a leading meat 
packer and a canned goods producer are 
located in Indianapolis. Both of these 
luge firms have plants on our lines. 
One of the major pharmaceutical con- 
cerns is an Indiana industry. 

Heavy Jumber shipments originating 
on Northwestern Pacific and our Port- 
land Division are reported by our In- 
dianapolis General Agency. More than 
two and a half million board feet of 
lumber are received monthly by National 
Home Corp.'s pre-fabricated house plant 
at Lafayette.

6 tablespoons granulated sugar 

1 egg 

Pat into winins bowl in cardér given 
and cream thoroughly. Then add % 
cup hot water; 14 


teaspoon soda; 1% 


teaspoon salt. 
Next add 1% 
cups sifted flour. 
Stir until well 
mixed, then stir in 
1 teaspoon vanilla. 
To this add 1% 
cups crushed corn- 
flakes and mix thor- 
oughly. Last, a 6- 
oz. package of semi- 
sweet chocolate 
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morsels. When well mixed drop the 
dough by teaspoonfuls on greased cooky 
sheet. Bake at 400° (hot) about 12 to 
15 minutes, or until light brown. Makes 
70 cookies.

SUNDAY DINNER SALAD 


Now to a recipe from Mrs. Thelma 
Edler of Chicago. Mrs. Edler is not a 
member of the SP Family, but she reads 
the Bulletin every month. Likes it so 
much she wanted to send in her favorite 
recipe—whether she wins a cook book 
or not! 

She says this salad has been a favorite 
in her family for many years and that 
her grandmother would never think of 
Sunday chicken dinner without the salad.

For the dressing, drain the syrup from 
a No. 2% can of sliced pineapple. To 
it add 3 tablespoons sugar and 2 table- 
spoons cornstarch (or 4 tablespoons 
flour) which have been mixed together. 
Then stir in a tablespoon of vinegar and 
a beaten egg. Cook this mixture, stirring 
all the time, until thickened. Set aside 
to cool.

Cut the pineapple into small pieces. 
Then cut up enough marshmallows to 
make a cupful. Mix the two together, 
add the dressing described ahove, and 
stir thoroughly. Heap in a salad bowl. 
Note: Instead of buying sliced pine- 
apple and cutting it up, we'd recom- 
mend that you buy a No. 24% can of 
pineapple chunks, or a No, 2 can of 
pineapple tidbits. Less expensive, -usu- 
ally.
